LIVERPOOL, Aug. 23, — Captain 
William Finch, of the sunken White 
Star liner Arabic, tonight gave the 


Associated Press a statement bearing 
on the cabled reports that some Ger- 
man officials claimed that there was 
no proof that the Arabic had been 
sunk by a German submarine, and 
that she might have met with disaster 
by running into a British mine. 

‘There is not the slightest doubt 
that the Arabic was sunk b« a tor- 
pedo,” said Captain Finch, “neither is 
there the slightest doubt that it was 
fired at the Arabic deliberately. It is 
quite true that we never saw any 
submarine or any periscope, but 1! 
saw the white streak made by the 
passuge of the torpedo through the 
water—a white streak that commenc- 
ed with air bubbles in the water 300 
yards from us, at the point where it 
was discharged at us. 

“There was no mistaking the cause 
of the white streak, which ended in 
a tonpedo entering the ship and caus- 
ing the explosion which sank the ves- 
sel. I was not alone in geing it. The 
chief officer, the second officer and 
many passengers saw it. No one can 
doubt for a moment that it was de- 
Iiberately fired at the Arabic. Those 
aboard the submarine evidently saw 
us and got into position ready to re- 
lease their tonpedo. 

“The fact that nobody on the Arabic 
say a submarine may be easily ‘ex- 
plained. Those in command of it 
could submerge and leave only a 
small portion of the periscope show- 
ing above the water. When the mis- 
sile was sent at us under such cir- 
cumstances it would be impossible 
for those on the Arabic to see either 
the submarine or the periscope. 

“The sugegstion’*that a mine caused 
the explosion’ is perfectly absurd. 1 
repeat that there was only ‘one thing 
that went the Arabic to the bottom. 
That was the tonpedo, which left a 
clear white mark in the water 300 
yards in length.” i 

Captain Finch was seen at his 
home in Liverpool, where he had just 
arrived from Queenstown for a con- 
ference with the officials of the White 
Star line. Before making his state- 
ment he laughed heartily at the claim 
of some vi the German officials that 
a British mine might have sunk the 
Arabic,

The German wersion of the Riga 
battle has not yet been given out, but 
the definiteneas of the official Russian 
report on the sinking or crippling of 
the German \battle cruiser Moltke, 
two other cruisers and eight torpedo 
boats, has sent a wave of enthusiasm 
throughout the country and dispeMed 
the depression over the Russian re- 
treat on land. Aside from the logs of 
the German ships the naval engage- 
ment is regarded chiefly important 
for the strategic effect upon the land 
operations in the German sweep east- 
ward toward ‘Petrograd, which milt> 
tary observers now consider as hav- 
ing ‘been checked and, |possibly, jirre- 
parably defeated, 


German Centre Pressing Forward 

The German centre has presse.l 
forward steadily, until (Prince Leopold 
of ‘Bavaria is near the Russian new 
line of defense, but the military ob- 
servers say that the entire campaign 
‘hinges on the vast enveloping move- 
ment of Field Marshal Von Hinden- 
bung’s forces in ithe north. They had

The fall of Ossowetz deprives the 
Russians of the last of their western- 
most fortresses, tl is situated about 
20 miles inside the Russian frontier, 
opposite the East Prussian border and 
the Mazurian Lakes country. Its fall 
has been expected, inasmuch as the 
retreat further east of the great bulk 
of the Russian forces almost isolated 
the garrison, 

Made Longest Resistance 

Of all the Russian fortresses which 
have ‘been captured by the Austrians 
and Germans, in such rapid succes- 
sion, during the last three weeks, 
Ossowetz made the longest resistance. 
During the winter and spring several 
futile attacks were made iby the Ger- 
mang on this position, Bven after 
the Germans ‘had swept through Po- 
land the Baltic provinces Ossowetz 
still held out. Its superior powers of 
resistance lay in the gnarshy nature 
of the surrounding country, which 
made it difficult for the Germans to 
bring up their heavy field pieces, 

Ossowetz, a first class fortress, de- 
rives its strategic importance from 
the fact that it guards the railway 
approaching to Bialystok and the 
great (Petrograd-Warsaw trunk Hne.

TOKIO, Aug. 23.—Premier Okuma, 
in announcing today that Japan hal 
decided to give greater assistance to 
Russia, by way, it is understood, of 
munitions of war, emphasized the 
impracticability and impossibility of 
despatching troops to Europe, but 
nointed out that the great advance in 
the capacity of the Japanese to man- 
ufacture munitions will prove ot 
great help to the allies. The premier 
said Japan plans to send delegates to 
the peace conference, although it is 
not expected to extend her sphere of 


influence to Europe. “Japan wants 
Europe to recognize Japan's supre- 
macy in the Orient,”’ he said, 


The position of Russia in regard to 
obtaining war sipplies “has been one 
of unusual difficulty. The Russians, 
as a people, are not given to indus- 
trial pursuits, and their manufactur- 
ing piants utilized for or adaptable to 
the production of guns and ammuni- 


tion were manned and directed large- | 


ly by Germans at the time’ the wat 
began. The dispossession of the pow- 
erful Genman element in Russia, 
which occurred in the early period of 
the war, left the nation unprepared 
to operate effectively even the limit- 
ed number of establishments at her 
disposal.

Official Statement Issued by German Military Authorities Asserts 
That Germans Interned at Amherst, N.8., Are Kept in Unsanitary 
Prisons Are Badly Fed and Maltreated—Authorities in Charge 
of Detention Camp and Washington State Officials Both Deny

On this pretext Canadian prison- 
ers are to be deprived of privileges 
ordinarily accorded prisoners of war, 
and will be placed on reduced ra- 
tions, 

No Complaints Received

Sunday night was the coolest yet,

PORTAGE AVENUE PAVING, 

About one hundred men are em- 
pioyed on the work of paying Portage 
avenue. The cement sidewalks are 16 
feet wide on each side of the street 
and from curb to curb the pavement 
is 68 feet wide. Double car tracks are 
being laid for the street railway. The 
whole work appears to be of the most 
modern construction, A concrete base 
is being laid under the ties of the 
street railway. To allow for the con- 
traction and expansion of the pave- 
ment due to the varying lemperatures 
an expansion joint is placed at inter- 
vals in the pavement, Thus it is hoped 
to prevent upheavals similar to that 
which has occured to pavement on 
some of the other streets of the city 

The work is being done under con- 
tract. The city’s share of the cost of | 
the work is estimated at between 
000 and $30,000, The balance is 


being financed by the Hudson's Bay 
company in accordance with their

AGO (01ST LEFT 
FOR VALCARTICR 


Edmonton's First Contribution in) 
Men Departed for Front 
August 22. 


The first milestone in Edmonton's 
active participation in the Empire's 
war has been passed. Exactly one 
year ago last evening the city bade 
God-speed to one thousand ef its sons 
and fathers who joined with the 
101ist Regiment in an immediate res- 
ponse to the call of the Motherland to 
langer; twelve months ago today two 
special trains were speeding  east- 
ward from this city to Valeartier, with 
the first militia regiment in Canada 
to enlist practicaly at full strength 
for overseas service. 

15,000 People Saw Them Off, 

While a draft of volunteers for the 
Princess s left the city during the 
exhibition of 1914, it was on the 22nd 
of August that Edmonton made its 
first big contribution of jbrave men for 
the services of the Empire, and when 
the two special trains left the C.P.R. 
station in the Jate afternoon of that 
memorable Saturday, fifteen thousand 
people assembled in the square to 
bid the cheerful farewell that was to 
prove final in so many cases, And 
the same smiling bravery that charac- 
terized the officers and men of the 
LOist Fusiliers, as they pulled out of 
the city with lusty cheers and waving 
cups. followed them into the trenches 
for the greatest of all tests, and the 
fact that only about 100 members of 
this gallant thousand are now answer- 
ing the muster call speaks eloquently 
of the manner in which they have 
maintained the honor of their man- 
hood and country. 

City Hit’ Not Shirked, 

This sacrifice has laid a heavy hand 
upon many a home in the city, but 
never for a moment since the war 
came [nto the heart of Edmonton on 
that day one year ago has the city 
shirked from its duty. Each succeed- 
Ing battalion to be recruited here has 
been filled to overflowing within a 
marvellously short time, and the fact 
that Alberta’s capital now ranks 
second only to Toronto amongst Cana- 
dian cities in the number of men con- 
tributed for overseas service, shows 
the strength of patriotism mermeating 
all classes and the determination « to 
see the German peril wiped out at any 
human hazard, 

8,000 Recruited Here, 

Fully eight thousand men have 
heen recruited in Edmonton for ac- 
tive service, and many of these 
brave citizens are now occupying 
graves in Flanders, as a tribute to 
their devotion to King and country. 
When it is considered that Toronto, 
a city of half a million” souls, has 
given but ten thousand men to the 
nation’s cause, and Montreal fewer 
stiil, the splendid record of Edmon- 
ton can be better appreciated, 

After reaching Valcartier, the iden- 
tity of the regiment ceased, as the 
usiliers and the battalion ‘became 
officially the “Ninth.” When in 
April last the call came to Salisbury 
Plains that the Canadians were to 
move to France and the front, the 
10ist companies were distributed 
about equally through the Ist, 2nd, 
8rd and 4th battalions of British 
regular troops in the first brigade. 

Baptism of Fire. 

At Ypres, the Canadians got their 
first baptism of fire and by their 
heroism swept aside all fears of the 
military leaders that more seasoning 
might be required, While their 
identity as a unit was broken, the 
old 10.st did their share in the des- 
perate encounters of April and May, 
and in spite of numerous drafts the 
regiment is decimated to a startling 
extent, 

Captain P. E. Bowen, of the South 
Side, who left the city one year ago, 
in charge of D Compa of the Fusi- 
liers, is one of the officers who fought 
through all the bitter struggles of the 
spring ana ‘his return home some 
weeks ago was for the punpose = of 
recuperation, he having suffered from 
the effects of shell gas. Several 
ther members of the regiment have 
been invalided home, suffering from 
wounds received in’ the memorable 
battles of Iangemarcg, Ypres and 
Neuve Chapelle, and other less 
spectacular engagements. Of the 
other officers it will be remembered 
that Major P. Anderson is now a pri- 
soner of war in Germany, 

toth Let on August 26, 

Closely following the 101st  Regi- 
ment, last August, the 19th Alberta 
Dragoons, under Colonel Jamieson, 
départed for Valcartier on the after- 
noon of the 26th, and this Edmonton 
contingent has also seen severe and 
honorable service in Flanders during 
the past three months, 

It is interesting to note that thirty- 
eight countries were represented in 
the column “Country of birth” as 
given by the men of the 101st Regi- 
ment, when it left the city, A glance 
over the Ist shows that the German 
invasion of Belgium was resented by 
men of all classes «id creeds, and it 
is a fact further to be observed that 
the battalions since leaving the city 
have been likewise representative of 
a great number of nations, 

The 1,154 men comprising the 101st 
Fusiliers were divided in nationality 
as follows:
